Tlx>so who have noticed our column "CoUegiuna"' in whicli 
one i.s able In .'^oe inivrorod .sonic of llio idiocies wliich pervade 
university life on this continent, will by now realize that in the 
iiniver.sity i.s to be found one type of student whose i>resciice is 
disagreeable 1o such students as come to college in liopc of 
broadening their mind and gaining a cultured and logical outlook 
on life. This individual is none other than the Campus Babbitt, 
that|laniç per.son who swallows liis jirofessor's proivnicinnurvtv.'^ 

i^a|lranâs them back to him on the examination paper whole- 

l^ieHhat student who delights in rushing around and gathering 
the latest on campus politics, that man who talks about "College 
Spirit" in liic same broad tones in which Kiwanis and Rotary 
talk about "Service". Tho CamiMis Babbitt is the exact proto- 
type of the Babbitt of the outside world; agreeing with every- 
one, looking upon all serious critics of established traditions as 
"crabbers", filled with the dominant idea of Boost, of Optimism, 
of putting things across "big". 

His influence in the university i.-^ bad. His presence is di.s- 
turbing to such students as are not interested in the sublime 
îdicÀiics with which his frail mind is occupied. He is often the 
creator of false optimism, and most certainly docs not add to 
tliat necessary stream of intellectual ferment which should be 
found in any in.stitution which is to call itself a University. He 
is one of the "Rah, Rah" crowd, doing what the majority does, 
following it in a most slavish fashion, ruled only l)y what others 
think of him. In fact his .sole ambition, it would seem is "to be 
a "regular fellow." He is a. stock figure, lacking in insight, de- 
void of personal magnetism and of individuality. 

The university should not be merely a mirror in which the 
outside world is reflected. If this were the case then it would be 

-perpetually failing in its purpo.se. for it is generally granted 
that the outside world is yet in such a chastic state that to emu- 
late this disorder in the university would be fatal. Rather is the 
Jiigher institution of learning an ordered thing, in which men 
come together to think logically and to order their thoughts so as 
to gain a keeiiei- perception into vital problems, a keener outlook 
on life than is found among the members of the outside world. 
Rather i.s tliu univei-.sity to be one note of peace and tranquility, 
of achievement and progress than a mere echo of that sym 

aphony of noise and turmoil to be found in the world which sur- 
rounds it. Such being the case then, the college is no place for 

• Babbit, and his presence is completely out of harmony with the 
surroundings which he should "be in. 

- If only the students could wrench themselves away from the 
buffoonei-y and nonsense of the outer world, turn more to keener 
and moie critical thouglit, take a more serious view of life in 
general,— and yet not completely submerge themselves in the 
realms of academic eiideavouf, — grapple with the truly outstand- 
ing problems, and not with mere trivialities as is the case now, 
then would wn liave a worthy univei'sity indeed. 

• As tilings stand the only logical .solution we can offer is 
that tiie campus Babbitts and boot-lickers get together and or- 
garii/.e a Ckmpus Rotary Club, or a Kampus Kiwanis Klub. and 

■• spend their time in mutual admii-ation of one another's Babbitt- 
-j-y.;' Then pei-liaps, thus segregated, they would not be such a 
nuisance as the.v are today.

The Campus Problems Discu.ssion Group which has heen 
arousing considerable comment of late, was in a ci'itical mood 
yesterday and in its consideration of certain aspects of college 
life here came out with charges which certainly merit considera- 
tion. The whole ob.ject of the meeting, following up the fact 
that the group had decided that athletics are unduly emphasized 
at McGili, was to see whei-ein cultural activity might be fur- 
thered lu.Tc. "jJuw is it that the Literaiy and Debating Society, 
e Mu.si<; Club, the Economics Club, the Sociological Club, the 
iistorical- Society, the Canadian Club and the Players' Club do 
f.not attract more student interest?" asked the group. And a 
general ci-iticism was made that thei-e is too much centralization 
of activity which tends to be detrimental to cultural interests 
here. The iMusic Club, it was charged, so far has been doing 
nothing more tliaii make money. While this is true, the grouj) 
failed to realize that the Club was merely establishing itself, 
paying off debts on the piano, and in general preparing itself 
for real activity, which is to l;c inaugurated next year. The 
.Canadian and Histoi-ical Clubs were also discu.s.sed. The exclii- 
siyfeness of the Jlisl;orical Club was j-egai-ded as tending to keej) 
.out many students interested in. historical subjects. The Cana- 
dian Club, it was claimed, has nbt brought enough speakers of 
outstanding note. 

And then the group turned to the iVIcGill Daily. Wc note 
with interest the constructive criticism made of a sheet which is 
generally much-abused. The pr.ôlem of a more comprehensive 
editorial page is soiniitliing wiiich may materialize in the future, 
and the eiu:(jui"iigemcnt of more critical articles from students

"The space formerly occupied by 
the A. G. Laboratory on the ground 
floor of the main portion of the En- 
gineering Building adjacent to the 
Testing Laboratory haa been utilized 
for installing a modern Hydraulic 
lAboratorj-. In tho old buildini; des- 
troyed by fire in 190? the accommo- 
dation for hydraulics was considered 
fairly satisfactory.
